
EXPECTS JUAREZ TO PROFIT 

MEXICAN COUIISE LIKELY TO BENEFIT BY 
CURTAILMENT OF WINTER RACING. 

General Manager Winn Declares Financial Results 
of Juarez Venture to Be as Good as Expected 
— Ambitious Plans for Next Season. 



El l’aso. Tex.. January 3f*. — One of the most bril- 
liant curds of Hie meeting, summerlike weather and 
the Guadalajara Handicap run over the full circuit 
of the track, drew one of the largest crowds of the 
season to Terrazas Park yesterday. The sport 
jiroved interesting throughout, each of the races be- 
ing hotly contested from start to tiuisli. and as all 
the winners were well hacked, the public bad a 
profitable day. 

Polls, the winner of the handicap, was not fan- 
cied by the talent, which backed the Ireland entry, 
< 'hcrryola. heavily. Cherry ol a proved a poor selec- 
tion. never having any of Iter wonted speed during 
the miming. Howard wale a clever race on the 
winner. When lie found the pace to be excessively 
slow, lie sent his mount to t lie front, stole a long 
lead and before the other riders woke up he had 
the race won. 

The third race, a purse at five ami a half fur- 
longs. attracted a fine lot of sprinters, but proved 
somewhat of a disappointment, as Enfield, one of the 
la'st fancied contenders, propped at the start and 
bail no chance thereafter. 

Jockey T. Kiee was fined $100 by the stewards for 
rough riding in the fourth race Saturday. 

Lena I. reli and I*el Cruzador were put on the 
schooling list by starter Cassidy today. 

After the win of Kopek in the sixth race, selling 
race hostilities were renewed by J. PinkstafT. who 
bid up the winner to $705. The horse was retained 
by owner Buck. 

"The Juarez race track is in the business to stay 
as long as its concession lasts — twenty years. It 
may go on for a longer time, hut its life will extend 
at least for that time. The enemies of racing, try- 
ing to injure it, have included in their attack the 
Juarez traek. saying that it was on its last legs 
and ready to close its gates at any time. I wish to 
deny these reports in as emphatic terms us I may 
express them.” . 

"In ihie-ie words Col. Mutt Winn, manager of the 
Juarez race track, told just what the plans of the 
traek managers are for the future, lie went on to 
say : 

"The Juarez race traek has lived up to the ex- 
pectations of its stockholders. This means that the 
returns from its gate am! its other revenues have 
los-u adequate to satisfy the men who have placed 
money in it. It is untrue that the Juarez track 
lias been losing considerable money ami that its 
stockholders are disappointed. Tin* sport is well 
supported and we are doing a fine business -as well 
as any new track can expect to do in the first years 
of its existence. 

"Just to show that the club is in racing to stay, 
the directors are already planning for next year's 
business. Instead of lowering the value of the 
purses or the stakes, the directors will increase the 
amount of added money and next year we will give 
away to horsemen- purses and stakes worth nearly 
-XJOn.OOO. That is our .reply to the men who have 
bit’ll maligning the track. 

“Next winter we expect to have all the racing 
men throughout the United States at Juarez. The 
conditions will favor their pr<*seuce at our course. 
Tlie anti-public Is- 1 ting bill that will go into effect 
in a few mouths in Florida may wipe out racing 
in that state. With present prospects in California 
it would ms- ui that there would lie little likelihood 
of racing at the Oakland track next winter. Of 
course. 1 ib> not believe that the bill as now framed 
ill California will stand the test of the courts there. 
I think that ultimately the courts will decide against 
the new measure, as it is narrow and seemingly 
unconstitutional. But before the courts can hand 
down their decision in the matter there will be at 
least six or eight months lost. Before the racing 
men of California can obtain redress a winter will 
have passed. With no other place to go they will 
naturally look for a safe harbor in their troubles. 
And that safe harbor is the Juarez track.” 

BEDWELL CASE STILL HANGS FIRE. 



Members of Kentucky State Racing Commission Un- 
able to Agree on Course to Be Pursued. 



Lexington, Ky.. January 3U. — The Kentucky Slate 

Racing Commissi all present except Chairman E. 

I-’, clay, met here today and allotted to the Ken- 
tucky Association eleven days, from Saturday. April 
29. to Thursday. May 11, inclusive, for the meeting 
at the local track. Action on the applications of the 
New Louisville Jockey Club and tlie Latonia Jockey 
Club was deferred until Tuesday. February ill. to 
which time the i-onunission adjourned. Isntisville 
bus asked for twenty five days, from Saturday. May 
lit. to Saturday. June 10. La ton I# wants thirty one 
days, from Tuesday. May .'10. to Tuesday, July -h 
Secretary Itidwell was instructed to notify the offi 
eials of these tracks of the conflict in the dates re- 
quested and to ask them to amend their applications. 

The several rules and amendments to the rules 
were discussed, but action was deferred until the 
next meeting. There appeal’s to be a disposition 
in the commission to do away with stakes of the 
guaranteed variety and to induce the race track 
managers to give larger purses and increase the 
distances of the races-. 

Tile ease of II. tl. lied well was as usual dismissed, 
but there was no motion to reope* it. The commis- 
sioners want to do something for the relief of this 
man. but they are not agreed as to wliat is liest to 
lie done. Col. Milton Young favors the reinstatement 
of Mr. Bed-well and all of bis horses, feeling that he 
lias lii’i’ii sufficiently punished. George .1. Long is 
is of the opinion that the case should be referred 
back to Judge Charles F. Price, who ruled him off. 

Johnson X. Camden stands for un amendment of 
llio rule which would permit of the reinstatement of 
the horses without lifting the ban from Mr. Bed- 
well. Maj. Foxliail l'a ingcrfield believes that it 
would be a grave mistake to tamper with the rule. 
Colonel Clay, in a letter to Colonel Young, sent his 
proxy lo la- voted for Mr. Bed well’s relief.

M0NCRIEF FAVORITES ARE ALL BEATEN. 



Closing Race Marred by an Accident — Kerran, 
Supposed Good Thing. Fails to Deliver, 



Jacksonville, Fla., January lit). — Favorites were 
bowled over with a regularity that was painful at 
Moucrief this afternoon. The six public choice* 
went down to defeat and but two of the winners 
were second choices. The biggest upset of tlie after- 
noon came with the running of tlie fifth race, in 
which Wander, at 50 to 1. Tiear the odds-on favor- 
ite. Alfred the Great. The former won in the 
closing stride and the margin that separated the two 
was scarcely discernible. 

In the e losing race an accident came directly 
after the start when Ben Howe was crowded and 
fell. He rolled over jockey Kohu and bruised the 
latter quite a bit. Tlie winner, Elfall. swerved 
to the inside in the homestretch, interfering with 
both Ed Keek and Galley Slave and the judges 
dclilwM-atod about ten minutes Is- fore lowering the 
official sign on the placing. 

One of the hottest tips of the meeting developed 
ill the second race, in which Kerran was made 
favorite. The winner turned up in Oghwagn, which 
heat J. B. Kobinson and Kerran by a couple of 
lengths. Sister Florence won the first race in easy 
fashion. Today's victory was the second consecutive 
one scored by this filly ami it looks as if she might 
develop into a fair sort. Sister Florence is owned 
by Mrs. H. II. Selby.
